of an instructor.’’ This was seconded 
by Henry Gonzales. It was carried 
unanimously. The wire-cutting  inci- 
dent and the alleged harassment of an 
instructor took place last spring. 


ASHC did not resolve the matter in 
any way through legal channels to pro- 
ve Ables cut the wires or harassed an 
instructor and circumvented his civil 
rights. 


Amendment six in the U.S. Constitu- 
tion clearly states: 


In all criminal_prosecutions, the ac- 
cused shall enjoy the right to a speedy 
and public trial, by an impartial jury of 
the State and.district. wherein the 
crime shall have been committed, 
which. district. shall have been 
previously ascertained by law, and to 
be informed of the nature and cause of 
the accusation; to be confronted with 
the witnesses against him; to have 
compulsory process for obtaining 
witnesses in his favor, and to have the 
assistance of counsel for his defense. 


Ables did not have a trial and was 
not confronted. with the witnesses 
against him. If the ASHC does not feel 
the protections in the Constitution ap- 
ply to them, legal action ‘should. be 
taken. 


Ables, who says he has proof that he 
was at work when the wire-cutting in- 
cident occurred, is only asking the 
ASHC for two things: 

e a formal apology signed by each 
member of the ASHC made in the

© a verbal apology from both Lilly

MECHA’s speaker sees hope

Hartnell’s most active club 
celebrated Dia de la Raza 
(Chicano Awareness Day) on 
Oct. 16. 

Dr. Armando’™ Navarro, 
political. scientist, was the 
keynote speaker for the ac- 
tivities. Navarro, president of El 
Congreso Nacional para Pueblos 
Unidos (National Congress of 
United Communities) spoke of 
Latino politics in the '80s. 


Chicanos ‘‘must create a vision 
of hope (and) a vision of op- 
timism’’ in the future of Latino 
politics by actively participating 
in the political process. ‘‘Anglos 
must see that the Chicano com- 
munity will participate in 
politics,’’ thereby continuing to 
demand their equal rights, said 
Dr. Navarro. 


He also stated that “the 
Chicano candidates are becom- 
ing political pioneers’ by being a 
part of the political process. 
Chicanos are “only asking for 


equal share of the political pie 
(and) must work emphatically to 
make this dream become a reali- 
ty in the ’80s.”’ ‘ 

In order to protect and ad- 
vance their interests, Navarro 
stated it is necessary for 
Chicanos to coalesce in various 
organizations. He mentioned the 
need for a division of labor bet- 
ween educators, businessmen, 
politicians and other community 
leaders who can work together 
to insure a more equitable 
distribution of resources and jobs 
in the community. 

He also mentioned that Mario 
Obledo, secretary for the Health 
and Welfare Agency, was in the 
process of declaring himself a 
candidate for governor of 
California. Navarro views this as 
the beginning _of a_ political 
movement that will go beyond 


’ California and possibly serve as a 


means of organization toward 
1984. 

Several candidates for local 
school boards also spoke.
